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The Rees Harbor Plan Is Disapproved 
T 


HE REPORT of the harbor survey made by 


Cot W. H. Better, U. S. A., retired, and 
City Engineer Perry F. Brown sustains 


at all points the objections THE TRIBUNE made 
to the tentative plan for the improvement of the 
western waterfront submitted by Col. Rees, and 
wmcft provohea so much discussion a shun uiue 
ago. 


CoL Heuer and Mr. Brown agree with THE 


TRIBUNE that the adoption of the Rees plan 
would necessitate not only a radical change in 
the plan of improving the Hey Route basin, on 
which a large sum has already been expended, 
but a surrender by OaKland of her power to con- 
trol and direct harbor development on the bay 
shore. 


It would linK up Oakland's harbor plans 


with private interests and the plans of the other 
municipalities fronting on the bay shore. 


At the outset the Rees plan would necessitate 


an invasion of the franchise privilege granted 
the San Francisco, OaKland S San Jose Railroad 
Company and bring on other complications 
which would inevitably delay harbor develop- 


snt for years. The whole scheme of harbor 
Alt Clll 
improvement would be tied up with private prop- 
erty interests, which would have to be placated 
or eliminated. 


The report points out that the conflicting 


commercial and industrial ambitions of the sev- 
eral municipalities to be served by the Rees plan 
would have a tendency to prevent proper concen- 
tration upon the worK of improvement. Which 
is to say that Richmond and BerKeley would con- 


tend that the work of constructing a breaKwater 
and excavating a 'channel should begin at the 
northern end of the proposed improvement, 
while the removal of the Key Route pier would, 
involve a long delay and much confusion in the 
ferry traffic between San Francisco and OaKland 
and BerKeley, besides long litigation. OaKland 
would have to wait on the government and the 
government would have to await the pleasure of 
Richmond and BerKeley, and the owners of the 
tide lands traversed by the proposed harbor 
channel. 


Co-operation for prompt and effective worK 


would be well nigh impossible in the present cir- 
cumstances. The situation is thus summed up 
by Col. Heuer and Mr. Brown. 


"The harbor Known as the Hey Route 


Basin is owned by the city of OaKland, and its 
development can be carried on independent 
of any other municipality or private interest 
On the other hand the Col. Rees project north 
of the original charter line of OaKland is on 


» 


privately owned property, which no doubt 
will require years to acquire; while its pass- 
ing through four or nnore incorporated mu- 
nicipalities, with their individual commer- 
cial ambitioM. will have a tendency to cause 
the worK to be done with that lacK of concen- 
tration and continuity at any particular lo- 
cality necessary to develop a useful harbor. 


"Where harbors are designed by United 


States officials, if approved by Congress, the 
government generally supplies liberal aid in 
their construction. The harbor in the Hey 


Route basin is precisely for the same purpose 
as though it had been designed by govern- 
ment engineers, and in our opinion it would

eral OrotectS for a western wat*»rfrnnt for 
the city of OaKland we believe the project 
Known as the Key Route Basin to be the most 
suitable, and we therefore recommend its 
retention." 


OaKland should never surrender control of 


the Key Route Basin or agree to any proposition 
that will interfere with its immediate improve- 
ment independently of the harbor plans of other 
cities. 


That is what THE TRIBUNE contended for in 


the first instance. This contention has now been 
fortified by the findings of authoritative experts. 
These findings are a comprehensive presentation 
of facts and conditions, showing that OaKland's 
commercial future and independence depend 
upon the independent control and improvement 
of her harbor basin. 


OaKiand does not wish to taKe anything from 


any other city nor interfere with the harbor im- 
provement plans of other cities, but she insists 
that nothing shall be taKen from her and that no 
other community or interest shall be permitted 
to interfere with her plans. Hence it is vital that 
the water area of the Key Route Basin shall not 
be decreased and that it shall be Kept free from 
obstructions; its development must not depend 
upon the consent qr co-operation of anybody 
else.

'•as they destroy mosquitoes and a number of other insects that harm 
crops and orchards. The superstition that they entangle themselves 
in women's hair is without foundation. On the contrary the ordinary 
bat is a harmless creature.''
